We sawed it east 
of the place we wanted to use it, and let it 
warp itself to its destination, with men and 
dogs to head it off at the right time; we never 
lostastick. Well, here comes the jury,” 
continued the Judge.**The witnesses lied so I 
cuess they will cisagree.’”’

The Mr. Sherrick behind the 
scenes intimated thatthe entertainment was 
not **drawing.’’ Archdeacon Dunbar gave up 
his chapel and took to lecturing at a music 
ballin Newmanstreet. Finaliy, as I have 
said, he separated from his wife. Out of 
these circumstances arose the unhappy diffi- 
culties which bave been adjudicated on in Sir 
James Hannen’s court. Mrs. Dunbar came to 
the conclusion that she was entitled toa di- 
vorce, and sbe alleged specitic misconduct 
against her husband with three ladies who 
were prominent members of his congrega- 
tion. 

It is now clear beyond all doubt that she 
must have been misinformed, or must have 
misapprehended the facts, forthe jury prac- 
tically stopped the case, intimating that in 
their opinion the lady had failed to substan- 
tiate the grave charge which she had thought 
fit to prefer. Archdeacon Dunbar thus 
stands acquitted, but atthe sametime it is 
impossible to shut one’s eyes to the fact that 
there was much in the conduct of his chapel 
which directly suggested scandal and invited 
the gossip of idle tongues. Ladies of esthe- 
tic tastes would interest themselves in the 
a. and its adornments; would do the 
work with their own hands; would some- 
times take longer time over it than was abso- 
lutely necessary, and were thus obliged to 
have frequent meetings with the Archdeacon. 
[t was the custom after an oratorio, or a 
service more than usually fatiguing to 
the choir, to allow  . refreshments 
in the robing room. When 
things of this kind were going on it is impos- 
sible to blame Mrs. Dunbar for suspicions 
which, as it now appears, were erroneous. 
It is impossible, on the other hand, to exon- 
erate the Archdeacon from a recklessness 
almost culpable. Aclergyman ought of all 
men to be especially careful, lest by the 
slightest word or act he should compromise 
the reputation of a lady, and Archdeacon 
Dunbar’s folly—to put the matter in the mild- 
est terms—hes compelled three ladies, mem- 
bers of his congregation, to appear in open 
court and explain upon th@r oath cir¢tum- 
stances which might othePwise have been 
unkindly judged. Clergymen, Soeneny 
enough, are more ignorant of the world than 
other men. A lawyer, as a rule, makes his 
own will, and makes it so =e that it ends in 
a probate suit. Similarly a clergyman, with 
the best intentions, regulates his own con- 
duct, and regulates it so badly that-he too 
often finds himself assailed by the most un- 
pleasant imputations. 


Fresh-Water Spring in the Atlantic. 
From the Savannah (Ga.) News. 


One of the most remarkable displays of na- 
ture may be seen on the Atlantic coast, eight- 
een miles south of St. Augustine. . Off Man- 
tanzas Inlet, and three wiles from shore,a 
mammoth fresh-water spring gurgles up from 
the depth of the ocean with such force and 
volume as to attract the attention of all who 
come in itsimmediate vicinity.

Anareaof about half 
an acre shows this troubled appearance— 
something similar to the boiling of a washer- 
woman’s kettle. Six or eight years ago Com- 
modore Hitchcock, of the United States Coast 
Survey, was passing this place, and his at- 
tention was directed tothe spring by the 
restless upheavings of the water, which threw 
his ship from her course as she entered the 
spring. His curiosity becoming excited by 
this circumstance he set to work to examine 
its surroundings, and found six fathoms of 
water everywhere in the vicinity while the 
spring itseli Was ulmost tathomiess.

BISMARCK’S BOYS. 


They Give the Old Man a Heap of 
Yrouble—Escapade of Count Herbert. 
From the Philadelphia Telegraph. 


Prince Bismarck’s sons give their father un- 
ceasing anxiety. not only from their notorious 

rofligacy, but for the difficulty he finds in 
Ceeping them on terms with his army and 
diplomatic associates. The current intelli- 

ence, therefore, of the elopement of Count 
Herbert Bismarck, the Chancellor’s eldest 
son, With the Princess Elizabeth of Carolath 
Beuthen, wife of the chief of one of the fore- 
most Prussian aristocratic families, while a 
scandal of the first magnitude, is not a mat- 
ter of surprise. Count Herbert is a lieuten- 
antinthe Prussian army, and began his ca- 
reer as an attache of the Prussian egation at 
Dresden, in January, 1874. In January, 1877, 
he was appointed Secretary of Legation at 
Vienna, but in April left that position 
to become his father’s assistant in the 
Foreign office at Berlin. There is no 
end to the scandals connected with 
his name. He has acquired a high reputa- 
tion as a duellist. Onthe 13th of July, 1874, 
on the very day thatthe attack was made on 
the Chancellor’s life by the fanatic Kullman, 
Count Herbert distinguished himself by fight- 
ing aduel at Dusseldorf with an infantry of- 
ficer named Zarskow. The encounter took 
place at 6 o’clock in the morning, at ten paces 
distance, the weapons used being pistols. 
Three shots were to have been exchanged, 
but at the first fire young Bismarck shot his 
adversary in the abdomen, the wound result- 
ing in death two hours afterwards. The heir 
to the Chancellor is described as rather good- 
looking, but itis said that the honor of his 
hand in a matrimonial alliance has been stead- 
ily refused by the father of a pretty countess 
of Protestant faith. The Princess Elizabeth, 
with whom he has eloped, is the wife 
of Prince Charles, of Carolath 
Beuthen, Count of | Schonarch, and 
hereditary memper of the Upper. House. She 
is stepsister of Prince Hermann, of Hatzfeldt- 
Trachenberg, head of a Catholic family bear- 
ing the title since 1841, and daughter of the 
Countess of Reichenbach. She married Count 
Carolath in 1866, and has one daughter, the 
Princess Sybilla, now 14 years ofage. Prince 
Carolath, who is 36 years of age, has left Par- 
liament and retired to his estatesin Silesia. 
He will commence a divorce suit. Count Her- 
bert was born at Berlin on the 29th of Decem- 
ber, 1849; and Count Wilhelm at Frankfort- 
on-the-Main on the Ist of August, 1852. 
Count Wilhelm is reputed to be even more 
refractory and profligate than his elder broth- 
er. He is too youngto conceal his excesses,and 
too blunt even if he were not. He is of the 
impression that his father holds Germany in 
fee simple, andif that doesn’t give him the 
right to do ashe pleases, what can? So he 
does as he pleases, and he  »pleases 
to do exactly what the world in general 
holds to be tow and _ very debasing. 
His haunts are more notorious for democratic 
viciousness than aristocratic seclusion. His 
habitual state is not one to recommend him to 
polite attention, if the face is an index of 
man’s ruling passions. Herbert is rather 
fine-looking as his race go, but Wilhelm is 
dump, blear of eye, scorbutic of visage, and 
coarse of manner generally: The only one of 
bis children in whom the Chancellor seems to 
have any comfortis his daughter, the Count- 
ess Marie, who is her father’s almost constant 
companion. Shes older than both her broth- 
ers, having been born in August, 1848. She 
was betrothed in 1875 toa member of the 
Prussian civil service, Count Wende zu Eulen- 
burg. The Count died shortly after, and his 
betrothed was married in November, 1878, to 
Count von Rantzau, a promising young dip- 
lomatist. The Countess Marie is a lady of 
— spirit and cultivated ability, and her ad- 
mirabie behavior at the time of the attempt 
made upon her father’s iife at Kissengen was 
widely commented on in the German press of 
all parties.

Big Steamships. 
From the New York Sun. 


The Cunard steamer the Servia, though 
the Jargest boat afloat, will not be without a 
rival, jor there will shortly be launched from 
the Barrow sbip-building vard a vessel for the 
Inman line, to be called the City of Rome, 
Which, though 500 tons smaller in bulk, is 
seventy feet longer, her letigth being exactly 
200 yards. Her engines are calculated to give 
ber a speed of eighteen knots also, being 10, - 
000 horse power, and as the ship from her 
extra length has longer and easier lines than 
the other, some predict for her the highest 
speed. Between there two ships, the Fur- 
nessia of the Anchor Line, the Alaska, of 
6,400 tons, ina forward state of construction 
for the Guion line on the Clyde, the Parisian, 
5,500 tons, of the Allan line, about to start on 
her maiden voyage, anda White Star liner 
now being built at Belfast, there is likely to 
be considerable rivalry and some interesting 
ocean racing. The Anglo American compa- 
nies are taking advantage of the low price of 
iron, steel, and labor to renew their fleets, the 
Cunard Company having 26,300 tons of new 
boats in course of construction on the Clyde, 
which, with the Cepbalonia, 5,100 tons, build- 
Hog at Birkenhead, ives a total of 31 tons. 
Altogetber, taking boats launched and boats 
on the stocks, something like 120,000 tons of 
thipping bas lately been added to the trans- 
Atlantic fleet.

Strawberries are in market. They are not 
of superior quality, and yet they bring 75 
cents per basket. A handsome price, some 
may think, but remember that they come 
from Florida. Green peas have also appear- 
ediv the market. They were raised in South 
Carolina, and rng only 80 cents a peck. Tbe 
price would be still higher had not the mar- 
ket been impaired by a quantity that got 
frozen and were sold at a low price. The re- 
eent cold snap was seriously destructive to 
Southern gardeners. The Bermuda crops are 
now making their appearance. How strange 
it seems that the carly vegetable gardens of 
this city should be found in Florida and Ber- 
muda. These places now depend in a great 
degree on New York patronage, and prices of 
course are very high. You can, however, pur- 
chase asix quart box of red tomatoes for $1 25. 
New potatoes, also from Bermuda, are in 
market at thirty-five eents per half peck. 
Boston hothouse radishes are among the new 
dainties, and they say the Yankees are excel- 
ling in this specialty. They have also sent 
early lettuce. Radishes and lettuce were at 
first a dollar a dozen for small bunches, but 
they are now cheaper. Spinach is coming in 
from Norfolk, and other fresh vegetables are 
offered. These are all very well for the rich; 
but how many thousands never taste green 
peas untila glutted market may put them 
within reach of the poor! New York has 
luxuries for all who can pay, but when a man 
lives on day’s wages or on the meagre salaries 
paid to clerks, he must be content to eat oli 
potatoestill June and be glad to accept of 
eccond-class marketing.

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THE NOTARY LAW. 


Persons Legislated Out 


Nearly 600 
fe of Office. 


List of the Notaries Whose Occv- 
pation’s Gone. 


One Hundred to be Appointed by the 


. Governor. 


The bill relating to St. Louis Notaries 
Public, which was introduced into the State 
Legislature by Mr. Merryman, has passed the 
House and the Senate and is now ready to go 
to the Governor. In-as-much asthe bill abrupt- 
ly terminates the commission of nearly 600 no- 
taries in St. Louis, it is beginning to-day to 
create a stir—a stir, indeed, which bids fair to 
become a healthy buzz by the time the Gover- 
nor nas affixed his autograph to the document. 


As 18s well-known the bill provides for 
one notary for every 3,500 inhab- 
tants, or just 100 tor the whole city 
of St. Louis. There have always been so many 
notaries in the city that the business has had 


‘no profit in it to the majority, but not that the 


number is to be cut down to 100, there will be a 
good profit in itfor nearly every notary, The 
consequence is that the present notaries are 
anxious to be reappointed on the new roll of 
100. A reporter called — at least thirty of 
leading notaries oO the city this 
morning, and found them gencrally feeling 
quite anxious. One or two were 
out looking after their chances for reappoint- 
ment, and endeavoring to securejthe necessary 
political influence with the Governor. Others 
evidently telt certain of their reappointment, 
having very strong friends at Jefferson to work 
forthem. Very few were acquainted with the 

recive provisions of the bill, but all knew the 
fact that their commissions would expire in ten 
days after the Governor put his signature to 
the bill. Each notary will be required to give 
a bond of $10, and pay a license 
fee of $25, which goes into the State 
common school _ fund. As heretofore 
commissions will be issued for four years. The 
bill does not require, as some think, that the 
notary must be alawyer. It is the feeling of 
the legal profession generally that none but 
lawyers should be made notaries, but the bill 
makes nosuch restraint upon the Governor. 
The bill as it passed was essentially the same as 
the one originally introduced. The only 
change ofimportance was toincrease the num- 
ber of notaries from seventy-five to one hun- 
dred. Therewill be a great excitement here 
for the next two weeks, as the 
Governor will have in ten days to 
pass upon the merits of 100 applicants and is- 
sue their commissions. The profits which may 
accrue from the notarial business vary from 
nothing to the neighborhood oi $10,000 a year. 
The banks require a great deal of notary work, 
and there are said to be thirty five banks in the 
city. One notary can easily attend to the busi- 
ness of several banks. These are the soft posi- 
tions sought by ali notaries, but obtained by 
few. Itis generally admitted that with one 
notary to 3,500 people there is a fair 
living for all. At present nearly 
every large business has a og on its cleri- 
calforce.

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The Work-House Adonis Not Yet 
: Vindicated. 


Farcical Proceedings in Dennison’, 
Court This Morning. 


Ata late hour yesterday afternoon the at. 
tachment issued against Mrs. Maddeu, in the 
ease ofthe city against William Judge, oa,. 
Work-house convict, charged with trespassing 
upon Mrs. Madden’s premises, was served, 
and at 9 o’clock this morning tia: 


lady was present in court accompanied by jor 
counsel, Messrs. MacDonald and Blackmay. 
She was dressed in deep black, and her eves 
bore recent evidence of tears. The poor wo. 
man is almost wild under the persecution 
which is being insidionsly directed 
against her, being dragged from 
her home ana forced yY the 
misguided power of the law to submit to a trig; 
whose only purpose is the destruction of her 
character by a viper who was warmed in her 
husband’s bosom. Her little child was with 
her, a bright wee girl of about ten, who did not 
evidently understand why she was there, but 
who wept  silentl in sympathy with 
her mother. d friends of her 
family who were present expressed 
the utmost indignation at the character of the 
rsecution, and more than one declared that 
f Madden himself were alive it would be a coid 
day for the ‘‘gentlemen’’ who are éngaged in 
attempting to destroy his wite’s reputation. 

At the trial were present reporters 
from all of the city press, an 
unusual poems for res Dennison’, 
Court, which is usually confided to the care of 
the brimful amateur. How all the city press 
came to be represented will probably come 
out at the trial, when, it is understood, the 
different city editors are to be put upon the 
stand and examined as to whence came their 
knowledge that the Judge case was 
coming up» and that interesting devel. 
opments might be expected. There were also 
presented two crack stenographers, one of 
whom was employed by Mr. Judge, who, dur- 
ing his recent stay at the Work House appears 
to have feathered his nestto a degree that he 
can afford all kinds of legal superfluities. 
After the usual drinks and disorderlies were 
dealt with, the case of the City against William 
Judge was called, and Mr. McBride, the pris. 
oner’s counsel, and Messrs. MacDonald and 
Blackman, with one or two of the witnesses, 
were in close consultation in one corner of the 
room—a fact which caused an animated dis- 
cussion between Judge Dennison, Marshal! 
Fitzgerald andthe lawyers, together with some 
bad feeling on all sides. Mr. McBride came 
forward and saidthat owing tothe absence of 
Officer Hoolaban he would ask that the case go 
over for a couple of hours. 

Mr. MacDonald asked thatthe case be laid 
to the Gth day of 
April, whereupon an audible smile 
ran round the Court, as every 
body recollected that the election takes place 
upon the fifth day of April. Several counted 
on their fingers while the prisoner's counsel 
were in conference, and Mr. MacDonald went 
on to say that the prisoner was out upon his 
own recognizance, which he characterized as 
the flimsiest and slimmest bail that any man 
ever gave, a statement ~ which 
caused the court to smile ominously 
at Mr. MacDonald—into whose hands, by the 
way, Mr. Tracy, the prosecuting attorney, had 
relinquished the case. Here followed the usual 
legal wrangle, in which Mr. McBride depicted 
the anguish ot mind which both himself and 
his client suffered over absence 
of Officer Hoolahan, who was _ said 
to be at that moment of present speaking 
three blocks away, in the Third District Station 
house, greasing his boots, and asked that the 
case go over till to-morrow. TheJudge thought 
deeply uponthe matter for several minutes, 
and then ordered that the witnesses be dis- 
missed until to-morrow morning at 9 o’clock,so 
that the case goes over until that time. 

Gus Tayon, the Superintendent of the Poor- 
house, was to day conspicuous by his absence, 
so that Judge was forthe time being a half 
orphan, having noone upon whose fostering 
care he could rely but Mr. McBride. At the 
conclusion of the case yesterday 
Mr. McBride requested the Post 
DISPATCH representative to omit the 
factof Mr. Tayon’s presence at the trial, but 
as Mr. McBrideis not city-editing the Posr- 
DISPATCH this week his request was disregard- 
ed, and, as aconsequence, he does not love 
the reporter any more, and would not speak 
to him this morning. This gentleman and his 
client are furnisning a beatiful paraphrase on 
the old story of Mary and her 
little lamb,for almost everywhere that McBride 
goes Judge lingers lovingly about. He hasa 
whisky-sodden face and puffy, bulbous eyes, 
which decline to look any one straight inthe 
face; and, taking him for all in all, is 
just about as unlikely a Cicisbo as 
one would meet in a summer’s day, 
despite his claim that he has 
befouled the nest in which he was brought up. 

There were some unexpected developments 
to-day tothe people who are championing in- 
jured innocence in the person of William Judge, 
as @ WalTant was sworn Out, which will bring 
the prisoner before Judge Cady, a gentleman 
who, it is believed, will not permit his court to 
be made a political engine, and who is the last 
man before whom avile attempt to smirch a 
woman’s good name can be asuccess. If Wm. 
Judge ached for another six months under the 
fostering care of Mr. Kunz at 
the rock-pile, he could not go _ about 
getting it in a better way, and the beauty about 
a sentence from the Court of Criminal Correc- 
tion is that a pardon cannot be obtained mere- 
ly forthe asking.

Cerebral-Spinal Meningitis Doing Its Fatal 
Work About Town. 


The weekly mortality in St. Louis has reach- 
ed a higher figure during the past few weeks 
thanjany sofarthis year. Since January |}, 
up to noon to-day, 1,775 deaths occurred in 
the city. For last week 177 deaths were report- 


ed. Up tothe present there have been nocon- 
tagious diseases. A week or two ago cerebral- 
spinal meningitis became somewhat prevalent, 
red hinthe mortality causes. 
Clerk of the Board of 
: Last week fourteen of the 
total 177 deaths resulted from spinal meningi- 
tis, and so far this week 13 deaths have been 
reported from this cause alone. In 1873 this 
disease was widespread inthis city, but the 
present type is notat all so violent as it was 
then. The disease greatly resembles brain 
“fever, but is more rapidin its manifestations, 


and has 


and much more violent at the outset, beginning 


with a chill, followed bya fever, and then by 
unconsciousness. It frequently takes the pa- 
tient off in from three to twenty-four hours, 
but this year it is not at all so severe as it was 
in 1873, and very few deaths have been reported 
as caused by this in twenty four hours. 
The ages of those attacked is in 
most cases between five and fifteen years, 
though a great many adults have been attack- 
ed."’ The disease has not confined itself to 
any locality, butis spread over the city about 
equally. he reports show more cases in the 
Fourth Ward and north of Biddlethanin any 
other portion of the city. Cases of scarlet fever 
and measles are numerous, but both of these 
have happily presented themselves in light 
form, and only three deaths from the former, 
one from the latter, one from whooping cough, 
and one from diptheria occurred last week. 
Spinal meningitis is an inflammation 
of the covering of the brain, 
and an epidemic agency about 
the production of which physicians pretend to 
know nothing morethan of that of any other 
similar diseuse. In St. Louis deaths from 
meningitis in 1873 reached as high as sixty-five 
and seventy per cent, when it was prevalent in 
its worstfio1rm. This yearit is estimated that 
the percentage is not more than forty-five per: 
cent at most. Many physicans have reporte 

cases on haud, but the exact extent cannot be 
ascertained further than can be calculated 
from the above given percentages.

Chief McDonough, whois exceed- 
ly. desirous of having this branch of the de- 
porment put on a good footing, picked out 
r. McEnnis as naturally adapted for the 
lace, and warmly recommended him. 
he reeommendation is looked upon favorably 
by Vice-President Cupples. Mr. Kinkead’s 
first choice is Sergeant Watkins, whom he has 
known personally for many years. Mr. Maxon 
is for coe Harrigan, and the Mayor is reported 
to be inclined that way also, if the appoint 
ment.is to be made before the Democratic 
nominating conyention. Maj. Harrigan isa 
power in a ward which is naturally anti-Over- 
sto)z, and fram this there may be inferreda 
hope .of gaining political strength on the 
part of the ayor.

The party should have 
arrived this morning, but, owing to some un- 


explained delay, they have not yet reached 
their destination. ere have now been twelve 
arrests made through the agency of Detective 
Tyrrell, of the United States secret service, who 
has been engaged in the work of unearthing 
these transactions wost of the time forthe past 
two vears.

The Greenback Financier and His Son 
and Nephew in a Jeint Steck 
Concern. 


The depositions im the Polytechnic Iron 
Works case reveal a queer condition of affairs, 
and asthe well-known advocate of absolute 
money figures in the role of chief defendant, 
some interest attaches tothe daily develop- 
ments of the mill in regard to Britton A. Hill's 
business management. Financiers of the 
greenback faith who swear by Brit- 
ton, the boss, may be refreshed 
by a perusal of the following testimony of his 
nephew, Henry D. Hill, secretary of the Poly- 
tecnnic Iron Works Company. The object of 
this suit is well understood ; it is the petition of 
August Loehner, a German patentee, presi- 


dent and superintendent of the Polytechnic 
Company, tor areceiver, a dissolution of the 
concern, and an accounting on the ground 
that Britton A. Hill, the treasurer. has acted 
in bad faith, and under false representations 
has drawn the plaintiff into a hoie, depriving 
him of his rights and interests, and manipula- 
ting matters with the view of absorbing the 
property. The Cirevit Court granted a pre- 
liminary injunction in the case ashort time 
since, and the property remains intact pend- 
ing a determination of the matter in dispute. 
The examination of Henry D. Hill, a witness for 
Loehner, the plaintiff, is conducted by Mr. 
Wolff, and the cross-examination by Britton 
Hit and J. F. Delaney, The secretary of the 
company bas been put through five or six days’ 
close examination and his uncle subjected him 
to a very sharp cross-inguiry. He testified 
that he acted as secretary of his uncle’s Poly- 
technic lron Works from March 23, 1580, to 
December 9, 1880. His uncle altered the articles 
of incorporation after they were signed and 
sealed by the ——s The company was known 
as the Polytechnic Lron Works, with offices op- 
posite the Pacific Railroad Depot. The plain- 
tiff. August Loehner, is president, and B. A. 
Hill, treasurer; the witness, secretary. 
The day after the signing of 
the articles of incorporation 
Loehner asked Britton Hill why the articles 
only set forth that the capital stock was $6,000, 
instead of what it actually was, $8,000? Loeh- 
ner objected toit appearing to the world as 
such asmall concern,and Britton Hill answered 
that the State taxed on every dollar and the 
tax grabbers could only get $50 out of them by 
putting it low. The witness in 
secretary and Loehner 
as president never signed any certificate of 
stock. Britton Hill made several alterations 
to the minutes of the first meeting of the com- 
pany after the signatures of all the stockhold- 
ers had been given. The company assumed 
several of Loehner’s old debts, amongthema 
claim of W. H. Cutter. The company subse- 
quently endeavored to evade this responsbility, 
and George M. Stewart, attorney for Cutter, 
brought suit. Britton A. Hill, the treasurer and 
attorney, allowed the case to goby default 
against Loehner, and then arranged to have 
the Sheriff levy on and sell Loehner’s stock in 
the company the same daythat Hill calleda 
meeting. The witness had never been notified 
of his removal as secretary, but Britton Hill 
constantly; told §him that he was re- 
moved, and one day his uncle took him by the 
nape of the neck and pushed him out of the 
office because he asserted his right to look 
over the minute book. His uncle employed a 
dietective for two monthsto watch the move- 
ments of Loehner and witness, and on the 16th 
of December, 1880, he received a letter 
requestin him to meet the detective at 
the Laclede Hotel. He went there, and the 
detective told him that from his observation 
witness had been wrongfully suspected by his 
uncle, andthat another party was the thief; 
and that, having reported his views to Britton 
Hil], he had been instructed to bring witness 
tohim. The detective said that he proposed 
to land Loehner in the penitentiary if Britton 
Hill instructed him to do so. 

The witness called upon his uncle the follow- 

ing Sunday. When he entered the room Brit- 
ton came toward him with upli‘ted hands and 
stroked them down his head saying: ‘*My boy, 
I have wronged you; I now fiud thatthe tub-of- 
guts down there has been using you as a cat’s 
ve uted. he bas done the robbing and covered 
limself up, uncovering you. Sit down, boy! 
I’m your friend! I’m the man _ that’s 
got the any Sit down and 
tell me all about thisthing. Ihave gotthe 
scoundrel just where I want him. Go.and look 
bebind the bed and see the work I had made at 
the shop through somebody else for cash, and 
Loehner got the money foritand never told 
you of it.”’ 

When the witness got up to leave, his uncle 
grasped him affectionately, saying: 

‘*Harry, lam your only friend. I have been 
bled by this man. I put my moneyinthe con- 
cern and stood the drain just because I had 
money enough. You must join me in the de- 
struction of this villain. lam not broke yet, 


boy!’’ 

Witness testified that his uncle several times 
tiied toinduce himto say that Loehner had 
robbed the concern, but he always refused, 
for he had never known the man to do any- 
thing ofthe kind. 

Britton Hill's conduct at times was violent,and 
he frequently told Loehner thatif he did not 
comply with his wishes he would sellthe thing 
out. Heoften refusedto pay off the men at 
the snop, and one Saturday in particular he 
walked intothe office and asked in a violent 
tone, ‘‘Wherein h—l] that Dutch beer-b!oat 
was?’’ He was told thut Loehner 
had gone home sick, whereupon 
he walked into the machine shop shouting out 
that the whole thing could go to h—4; he did 
not propose to pay out any more money; the 
men might just as well quit now and sue the 
company or take 10 cents onthe dollar. Then 
he appealed tothe men, telling them to come 
forward and state if they knew whether or not 
any work went out of that shop for which those 
robbers received the money. 

The witness reasoned with him but he would 
not listen, and threatened to annihilate his 
nephew on the spotif he said another word. 
Then he left the placeina hurry, refusing to 
pay anybody. 

itness further testified that Britton Hill in- 
duced ey a strong influence over him, 
to sign two promissory notes for $1,000 each, 
sayingthat the money of the concern had 
given out. The books of the 
company showed entirely to the contrary. 
Britton owed the concern in his individual 
capacity about $2,000, and Loehner asked him 
to advance money on this debt instead of 
ruining the concern’s credit by circulating 
notes around the world. Britton refused to do 
so and threatened to close the d—d thing up 
unless the notes were sizgned. He said 
that he was the only man who could 
swim through a financial crisis; in fact, he was 
the only man who understood anything about 
finance. The notes were afterwards trans- 
ferred to Preston Hill, son of Brit- 
ton Hill, who, after repeated’ efforts 
to get Loehner to sign a mortgage in 
security for them, finally, at the solicitation of 
his father, sued the company a few days 
before the stock of Loehner, which had 
been seized by the Sheriff to satisfy thé 
Cutter debt, Geo. M, Stewart’sclient, was ad- 
vertised for sale. Preston Hill — himself 
upon his strategy; he told witness that he, 
Preston, wasaJay Gould manager; that he 
owned the Cutter qocemens and also the two 
notes, and hewould bring suit on the notes 
against the company before the Sheriff's sale. 
At that sale he would an- 
nounce before the bidding took place 
that a suit was nding against the 
company which weuld depreciate the value of 
the stock, and discourage bidding so that he 
could buy itin. He proposedina short time 
to own considerable of the stock, and would 
eventually clean out the old man himself. At 
an unauthorized meeting on the 10th of Janu- 
ary, 1881, Britton A. Hill wrote out a ballot for 
the witness and told him to vote it. He also 
tried to get witness to exert his influence over 
A.B. Bowman forthe purpose of using him, 
saying that he wanted to use him at any cost.

detriment of public decency and morals, and 
the depreciation of rental values all over the 
locality. Plaintiff's property had been sold 
under a deed of trust, and he took a lease 
of the purchaser for the _ privilege of 
repurchasing, It was sold at a_i loss 
of $10,000, and its rental value, which should 
have been $3,000 per annum, bad suffered to 
such an extent that $3,000 covered the rent 
realized for the whole space of three years. 
Mr. Givens prayed the Circuit Court to grant 
an order restraining the defendants from per- 
mitting their property be rent- 
ed for immoral purposes, and 
damages were asked in the sum of $16,000 for 
depreciation of rental value. The case was 
ably handled for Mr. Givens by Mr. Rainey, but 
the jury after hearing a powerful speech from 
Col. Slayback came into court with a verdict 
for the defendant, Dr. Van Studdiford, the suit 
having been previously dismissed as against 
Kleinschmidt and Miltenberger. This course 
was taken onthe ground that Van Studdiford 
was the only man of wealth for a verdict to 
reach. Inthe face of defeat Mr. Given took 
his case up to the Court of Appeals where the 
judgment of the Circuit Court was reversed 
and the case remanded fora new trial. That 
court, in an opinion rendered by Judge Bake- 
well, used the following language in support of 
its position : 

Where the owner knowingly permits a brothel

I certain- 
ly am not responsible therefor, and I ques- 
tion if any good willcome out of it. Espevially 
‘was it unealled for inthis case, because on 
hearing that Mr. Dousman felt aggrieved, I at 
once went to work to have matters satisfac- 
torily settled, and was so a whien the 
recent strictures on peeing mp, . In view of 
what has been said, there is no other alterna. 
tive left me but to state my side of the case. 
To summarize the matter, will state that 
for many years (long before I became 
acquainted with Mr. Dousman) I have been 
on the most intimate social and business terms 
with the firm of M. Knoedler&Co. Years ago 
this relationship resulted in my becoming a 
species of quasi representative of thei house 
here. I was urged to assist them in extending 
their trade here, they assuring me that any 
customers that I might make for them would 
be placed upon the same footing as their most 
favored home customers, and that in return 
for my good offices they would make me con- 
cessions on such paintings as I might purchase 
from them; they positively assuring me that 


‘these eoncessions would come out of their le- 


gitimate profits, and not out of the buyers; 
that they could well afford to do this for trade 
that they could not otherwise reach, particu- 
larly as this trade d be obtained without 
expense for store-rent, clerk-hire, insurance, 
freight, etc., ete. ment also was that 
our arrangement should be kept strictly pri- 
vate. I fired away for them, and soon made 
the ‘‘desert blossom as the rose.’’ I worked 
up an immense trade for them, always trying 
to do full justice to both buyer and seller. From 
a city without works ot artSt. Louis developed 
into one of the art centres of the country, and 
her fame #vas poenee thereby Over the 
length and breadth of the land. 

I took great pains to introduce my art-loving 
friends and acquaintances to them, 
knowing the house to be an old- 
established, ‘° honorable house, inea- 
pable of doing WrOng, and knowing by 
actual experience that their prices were as low, 
if not lower, than rival housés.
